In  response  to  your  letter  of  September  26,  1990,  my  conclusion  is  that  a public 
sewer  has  been  erected  in  the  easement  on  your  client's  property  to  which  you  make 
reference.  Secondly,  the  original  sewer  was  apparently  a combined  storm  and 
sanitary  sewer. 


The  easement  was  condemned  by  Declaratory  Resolution  1056/1961  for  sewer 
easement  and  utility  purposes  and  it  is  therefore  my  conclusion  that  the  construction 
of  a storm  sewer  within  the  easement  is  not  an  additional  burden  on  your  clients. 
Secondly,  I conclude  that  it  is  not  a private  sewer  which  is  being  constructed  since 
it  is  my  understanding  that  the  sewer  will  be  constructed  under  terms  of  Chapter  22 
of  Indiana  Code  Title  36-9  (I.C.  36-9-22-1  et.  seq.)  which  permits  private  citizens  to 
construct  sewers  which  will  become  a part  of  the  City's  sewer  system. 

My  conclusions  are  based  on  the  following.  Regardless  whether  or  not  the 
condemnation  resolution  was  fully  followed  through  with,  a sewer  was  constructed. 
It  is  well  settled  law  within  the  State  of  Indiana  that  when  an  owner  stands  by  and 
acquiesces  in  the  expenditure  of  monies  for  construction  of  a public  improvement 
the  owner's  only  remedy  is  an  action  for  damages.  See  Louisville  NA.  Ry.  Co.  v. 
Berkev,  136  In.  591,  36  n.e.  642  (1894);  Midland  Ry.  Co.  v.  Smith,  135  In.  348,  35  n.e. 
284  (1893);  Kincaid  v.  Gas  Co.,  124  Ind.  577,  24  n.e.  1066  (1890);  Bravard  v.  Cincinnati 
and  H.I.R.  Co.,  115  Ind.  1,  17  n.e.  183  (1888). 


Based  on  the  above  cases,  the  owner  at  the  time  the  sewer  was  constructed 
was  left  with  a claim  for  damages.  Now  the  prescription  period  has  passed  and 
possession  apparently  has  been  open  and  hostile  as  evidenced  by  the  existence  of 
manholes.  It  is  probable  therefore  that,  due  to  the  passage  of  time,  not  even  a 
damage  action  would  apply.  With  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  additional  sewer

serving  Parkview,  the  language  of  the  Declaratory  Resolution  and  the  uses  of  the 
easement  to  date,  to-wit,  sewer  purposes  and  utilities  purposes  establish  the  right  to 
use  the  easement  for  any  sewer  and  utility  purposes.
